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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 7, 2006 has been entered. Claims 1,21, 
25, 29, 33 and 43 are amended. Claims 2-10, 16-20, 26, 30, 34-37, 39-42 and 46-55 have been * 
canceled. Claims 1, 1 1-15, 21-25, 27-29, 31-33, 38 and 43-45 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claiml, 11-15, 21-25, 27-29, 31-33, 38 and 43-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
discloses a waveguide plate comprising notched prisms, but does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest a light introducing portion in front of a portion of the light source, said light introducing 
portion comprising the notched prisms as claimed. Tanaka's light introducing portion (portion at 
which light is actually introduced or input into the waveguide plate) is flat and does not comprise 
the notched prisms as claimed. Ebara discloses a light introducing portion comprising notched 
prisms. However, there is no suggest to modify the notched prisms of Ebara et al. to comprise 
the claimed intervals, differing apex angles, or differing heights in the light introducing portion, 
or to provide such prisms in the light introducing portion of Tanaka, as such modifications would 
require substantial reconstruction and redesign of the prior art. Therefore, claims 1,11-15,21- 
25, 27-29, 31-33, 38 and 43-45 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
